Elongated, Mystery Lakes 


Point Northward In Alaska 


By VERN HAUGLAND

WASHINGTON—U. §. airmen 
have discovered thousands. of 
strangely-elongated lakes that all 
point northward, along the ncrth- 
ern shelf of Alaska. 

The lakes arrow pole-ward so 
unifcrmly that pilots use them as 
a navigational aid. 

Two young geologists who not- 
ed the phenomena-—-which may be 
75,000 years cld—while flying to 
Point Barrow last summer, have 
tossed the question of their origin | 
into the lap of science. 

Like the Carolhna Bays 

They suspect that this newest 
mystery of geology may )e link- 
ed somehow with—and may shed | 
new light upon—the famous Caro- 
lina bays, cence believed to have 
been caused by a shower of me- 
teorites, 

ihe alert young scientists are 
Robert F. Black, 29, Falls Church, | 
Va., geclogist in charge of perma- 
frost studies for the U. S. Geolo- 
gical Survey, and his associate 24- | 
year-old W. Leigh Barksdale of | 
Charleston, W. Va. 

They introduced the new geo-! 
logical puzzle to science in a lec: | 
ture at the Geological Society of 
Washington. Black told a report: 
er: 

“This is the first time the orien- 
tation of the lakes of the arctic | 
coastal plains of Alaska has been 
called to the attention of science.” 

Scattered Gver Wide Area 

The lakes—‘tens of thousands | 
of them,” Black says-—-are scat- 
tered over an area of 25,000 | 
square miles. They extend for 250 
miles east and west of Barrow, 
facing 500 miles of Arctie ocean, 
and reach southward inland for 
100 miles. , 

This is almost the same amount 
of space occupied by a similar | 
number of pools in the famed | 
Carolina bays in North and South 
Carolina and northern Georgia. 

“The beautiful thing about the 
Alaskan Jakes is their orientation, | 
which varies only about 80 degrees | 
in a north-northwest general 
trend -usuaily between north y 
cegrees west, and north 22 degrees 
west,” says Black. 

Undetected From Ground 

He explains that the row-by: 
row, side-by-side, end-to-end ar- 
rangement of the lakes was not 
noticeable on the ground, and it 
was only with the advent of wide 
spread war-time air travel across 
nerthern Alaska that the unusual 
orientation was discovered.

He pointed l 
toward the Wrigley Field fence. 
Root wound up but Babe was | 
ready. The ball sailed out of the 
park to break a 4-4 fifth inning 
tie. 

Ruth hurled the final insult in 
that memorable game. As he 
jogged around the bases he yelled: 
“Squeeze the Eagle Club.” 

Down through the years it has 
been known as the “home run 
Babe Ruth called.” Sports writers 
credit this homer—Ruth’s second 
of the game—as the blow that 
broke the backs of the Nationa! 
Leaguers. The Yanks swept the 
series in four straight games. 

$80,000 Still Top Salary 

Ruth’s salary ran from a $600 
a@ year contract with the Balti- 
more Oricles in 1914 to a two- 
year contract at $80,000 a year 
with the New York Yankees in 
1930-31. No player ever has 
reached the latter figure although, 
in these days of inflation, Pitcher 
Bebby Feller of the Cleveland 
Indians, and Outfielder Ted Wil- 
liams, Boston Red Sox home run 
hitter, are closing in. 

But Ruth was a Feller and a 
Williams rolled into one. He could 
pitch with the best, hit homers 
and play any position on the 
diamond.

From American Atomic Control 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., (P) 
—Russia set out today to take 
teeth out.of the American plan 
for international control of atomic 
energy. 

Before the members of the U. 
N. Security Council was a series 
of Soviet proposals which, if 
adcpted, would establish a sep- 
arate world convention to outlaw 
atomic weapons and permit the 
use of the veto on punishment of 
violators of control regulations.

Tenants May Now Appeal Eviction 
Notices Granted To Landlords 


WASHINGTON, (2) -~- OPA 
announced procedures by which 
tenants may appeal from evic- 
tion certificates granted to land: 
lords, The action is in line with 
last month’s Supreme court de- 
cision upholding the right of a 
tenant to protest such certificates, 

Effective today, the tenant may 
request a review by the OPA re- 
gional office. If his application is 
filed in 30 days, OPA said, the 
tenant gets an automatic stay of 
his eviction until 30 days after a 
decision has been made. 

Similar provision is made for 
the appeals to the national OPA 
office and to the emergency court 
of appeals. However, the auto- 
matic stay of eviction may be 
cancelled if the OPA regional of- 
fice finds that the application for 
review is “frivolous, diliatory of

A landlord need not obtain an 
eviction certificate if he is evict:
